special benefits, a further classifica­ 
tion may be made and special assess­ 
ments imposed accordingly , but even 
in such cases there is no requirement 
of the federal constitution that for

The state in its dis­ 
cretion may lay such assessm ents in 
proportion to position, frontage area, 
market value or to benefits estim a­ 
ted by commissioners.

Pan -American ism, 
Says 
Lan sin g , 
Is 
Expression of Idealism Which Will 


Rule the World— Mon roe Doctrin e 


Is Policy of the Un ited States. 


Washing ton, 
Dec. 
28 —Ag ainst 
a 
backg round of science and scholar­ 
ship, represented by more than a 
thousand deleg ates from the twenty- 
one republics of the western hemi 
sphere, the doctrine of pan-American­ 
ism was formulated in precise terms 
by Secretary Lansing and the opening 
of the Pan-American Scientific Con­ 
g ress. 
The same note was sounded moro 
or less clearly by the Chilian ambas­ 
sador, president of the cong ress, and 
each of the chairmen of the twenty 
foreig n deleg ations who responded to 
the address of welcome delivered by 
the vice-president of the United States 
in the absence of President Wilson. 
President 
Wilson’s 
personal 
wel­ 
come was extended in the form of a 
teleg ram which was read to the con­ 
g ress. in which he expressed the hope 
that its activities “will bind Ameri­ 
cans tog ether throug hout both conti­ 
nents a!:1 e ir. sympathy and in pur­ 
pose.” 
‘‘The Monroe doctrine," said the 
secretary of state, in his opening ad­ 
dress, "is a national policy of the Uni­ 
ted States; pan-Americanism is an 
international policy of the Americas. 
The motives are to an extent different 
the ends soug ht are the same." 
"The world in its political develop­ 
ment," Mr. Lansing added, “has pro­ 
g ressed from the idea of individualism 
to the idea of idealism, and is now’ 
verg ing upon the idea of international­ 
ism." 
“Pan-Americanism," he said, “is an 
expression of the idea of in tern a­ 
tionalism. 
America has become the 
g uardian of that idea which will in 
the end rule the world. 
Pan-Ameri- i 
canism is the most practical form of j 
that idea. 
“Within recent years the g overn- 
ment of the United States has found j 
no occasion, with the exception of the j 
Venezuela boundary incident, to re- i 
mind Europe that the Monroe doctrine j 
continues, unaltered, a national policy j 
of this republic. 
The republics of ; 
America are no long er children in the 
j 
g reat family of nations. 
They have ( 
attained 
maturity. 
With 
enterprise 
and patriotic fervor they are working j 
out their several destinies. 
“When we attempt to analyze pan- 
Americanism, we find that the essen­ 
tial qualities are those of the family— 
sympathy, helpfulness and a sincere 
desire to see another g row in pros­ 
perity, absence of covetousness of an ­ 
other’s possessions; absence of jeal­ 
ousy of another's prominence and, 
above all, absence of that spirit of 
intrig ue which menaces the domestic 
peace of a neig hbor."

Only 10 per cent of the 2,240,000 
miles of public roads within the bor­ 
ders of the United States are classed 
as “improved ronds."

The Red Cross, which bad undertak­ 
en the g reat work much earlier In Mex­ 
ico to relieve starvation in the City of 
Mexico and other places there, with­ 
drew several months ag o at the re­ 
quest of General Carranza, who arg ued 
that since the Constitutionalist cause 
had triumphed Mexico was able to g et 
along without outside aid.

Reports received b.v the Red Cross 
throug h the state department indicate 
that the typhus epidemic has become 
almost as serious in Mexico as it was 
in Servia. 
Some physicians have died 
from the epidemic. 
The disease also 
is prevalent in Puebla and Pachuea. 
In the state of Oaxaca there is g reat 
destitution, and typhus is prevalent 
Medical supplies are about exhausted. 
The joint campaig n of the Red Cross 
and the Rockefeller foundation ag ainst 
typhus in Servia cost about $125.000. 
The Rockefeller foundation furnished 
$7 5,000 of this amount. 
Dr. Richard 
P. Strong of Boston was director of 
the expedition. This commission work­ 
ed in conjunction with similar com­ 
missions sent by Russia. France and 
Eng land, 
which 
were amalg amated 
with the American expedition.

The m icroscopic ex 
am ination of pork for the detection of 
trichinae h&B been abandoned as the 
usual m ethods have proved inefficient. 
In this connection It is interesting to 
note th at m ore swine w ere slaughtered 
In the past year in establishm ents un 
der federal inspection than ever be­ 
fore. 
A total of 36,247,953 w ere in 
spected at the tim e of slaughter, and 
approxim ately 35,900,000 passed for 
food. 


W ashington.—More than 58,000,000 
m eat anim als were slaughtered in es­ 
tablishm ents under federal inspection 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1915. 
Since approxim ately from 58 to 
60 per cent of the anim als killed in 
the country are slaughtered in estab­ 
lishm ents w here federal inspection is 
m aintained, it appears th a t about 100,- 
000,000 m eat anim als are now being 
killed each year in the U nited States. 
Of the anim als subjected to federal 
Inspection, 299,958 w ere condem ned as 
unfit for hum an use, and 644,688 were 
condem ned in part. 
Thus a litle more 
than 114 per cent of all the anim als 
inspected were condem ned either in 
whole or in part. 
T hese figures in­ 
clude only cattle, calves, sheep, goats 
and swine. 
Tuberculosis was the chief cause of 
the condem nations. 
More than 32,644 
carcasses of cattle and 
66,000 
car­ 
casses of swine were entirely rejected 
on account of this disease, and in ad­ 
dition, parts of 48,000 cattle and 40,000 
swine. 
Hog cholera was responsible 
for the next largest loss, nearly 102,- 
000 swine being condem ned entirely on 
this account. 
The annual appropriation for the fed­ 
eral m eat inspection service is now 
about $3,375,000, so th at the cost to the 
people would be between 5 and 6 cents 
per anim al and carcasses. 
In addition, 
however, great quantities of the m eat 
and products are re-inspected. 
In this 
item there was a very considerable in­ 
crease during the last fiscal year, the 
re-inspection resulting in the condem ­ 
nation of a total of nearly 19,000,000 
pounds of products of one kind or 
another. 
F urtherm ore 
245,000,000 
pounds of im ported m eat or m eat prod­ 
ucts were inspected, and m ore than 
2,000,000 pounds condem ned or refused 
entry. 
In the course of its work, the bu­ 
reau of anim al industry, which is in 
charge of the m eat inspection service, 
has discovered a new m ethod of de­ 
stroying trichinae in pork, which is 
an additional 
safeguard 
to lu m a n 
health. 
R efrigeration a t a tem pera­ 
tu re of 5 degrees, F., or lower, for a 
period of 20 days, will destroy these 
parasites which occasionally give rise 
in hum an beings to th e serious dis­ 
ease known as trichinosis. 
H itherto 
th e only known safeguard against this 
disease has been thorough cooking of 
all pork and pork products, and those 
persons who neglect this precaution 
have alw ays been m ore or less exposed 
to the danger..

Mrs. Jesse H ardy M acKaye of the 
C ongressional Union for W oman Suf­ 
frage, has been responsible for the 
thousands of articles explaining “the 
cause,” sent out by the organization 
in the past two or three years.

through Jacovitza and Ipel; Into Monte­ 
negro, and the last w*as from Prisrend 
southw ard into Albania via the old Iio 
man road to Dibra, E lbassan and Du- 
razzo. 
All three are absolutely im­ 
passable for vehicles. 
Each is nothing 
more than a m ule |>ath over high, pre­ 
cipitous, snow bound m ountains. 
“The last orders of the general staff 
read, ‘Fall back on Scutari and Du- 
razzo, using the three passes.* 
But 
the 
A ustro-G erm ans 
and 
especially 
the B ulgars advanced so rapidly th at 
the Serbs w’ere unable to cover the 
retreat, 
for 
by 
suddenly 
invading 
M ontenegro the A ustrian troops cap­ 
tured Jacovitza and closed the Ipek 
passes so quickly th at scarcely 3,000 
Serbs retreated th at way. 
Retreated In Double Pile. 
“The Invasion of D ular by Bulgar 
bands arm ed w ith m ountain batteries 
closed the D ular route, and only the 
Lum kulus pass was left for the retreat 
of 70,000 men. 
For tw’enty miles in 
the Drin pass three men cannot walk 
a b reast 
The arm y retreated snake­ 
like in double file, the line extending 
mile a fte r mile, the troops shuffling 
along like despondent, beaten men. 
“At th e entrance of the pass, tw enty 
miles from Prisrend, w’ere 70,000 men 
struggling m adly to enter and escape 
the enem y. 
Lum kulus pass is like a 
funnel 
The Drin river, draining the 
plain of Prisrend, dashes through a 
narrow’ gorge. 
The Servians all tried 
to get through (he pass a t the sam e 
time. 
Five days a fte r the defeat at 
Prisrend 35.000 men had entered the 
pass. 
Then 
the 
B ulgar 
artillery 
caught the range of the entrance to 
the pass, and after th a t all attem pt­ 
ing to en ter wTere killed. 
“For five hours the artillery wreaked 
terrific slaughter 011 the nonresisting 
Servians, who only huddled together 
like sheep and turned their backs to 
the storm of high explosives and shrap­ 
nel. T he great m ass of Servians in the 
rear rushed forw ard on those ahead 
and shoved them to death. 
It was 
like a panic stricken crow’d rushing 
from a burning theater. 
Then the 
Servians threw down their rifles, and 
the B ulgars took back to Prisrend 46,- 
000 of them as prisoners. 
Those wffio escaped began a t Lum ­ 
kulus a struggle for life worse than 
the struggle 
to escape the 
Bulgar 
shells. 
‘The first contingents were compos 
*d 
m ainly 
of 
men 
with 
Infected 
wounds and feet covered w ith blisters. 
C aring 
starvation, 
they 
arrived 
in 
Scutari in thirteen days afte r leaving 
Prisrend. 
They had gone through a 
veritable hell, and I doubt if any but 
the giant Servian fighters could have 
done i t 
W hen the men left Prisrend they 
had a three days’ supply of bread. 
W hen th a t w as finished they had noth­ 
ing m ore except w hat they found by 
the roadside. 
W hen a horse fell from 
exhaustion the soldiers im mediately 
skinned it and ate chuuks of raw meat 
tarn w ith bayonets from the carcass. 
1 saw m any soldiers eating raw horse 
m eat w ith apparent relish. One of the 
soldiers m ade soup of a donkey’s leg 
hones. 
The Servian Crown Prince Al­ 
exander saw’ a man eating the raw' in­ 
sides of a horse.”

The sale of horse m eat as a commod­ 
ity will be legal in G reater New York 
a fte r Jan. 1. 
As a necessary of life 
the horse will be placed upon the same 
footing with cows, sheep and poultry. 
This sw eeping action was taken by 
the board of health. The city thus be­ 
comes the first in the country, so far 
as known, in w hich the legal restric­ 
tion against horseflesh has been re­ 
moved. 
“ Prohibition of the sale of horse 
m eat or the slaughter of horses for 
food is not based on sound or scien­ 
tific grounds,” declared H ealth Com­ 
missioner H aven Emerson. 
“Law s of 
this nature have outlived their use­ 
fulness. 
WTe are living In a different 
age. 
Conditions have to be judged ac­ 
cordingly.” 
Dr. Em erson expressed the unani­ 
mous sentim ent of the board of health. 
H e declared th a t in nearly every coun­ 
try In Europe the sale of horseflesh for 
food purposes has been encouraged. 
Relative Value Shown. 
“The relative value of horse m eat 
abroad is shown by the experience of 
our veterinarian, Dr. Ackerm an, who 
found in B russels th a t horseflesh w’as 
bringing higher prices than A rgentine 
beef,” be said. 
The board of health will lim it the 
sale of horse m eat to certified prem ­ 
ises. 
“If there Is any dem and for horse 
m eat certain slaughter houses will 
specialize in It the sam e as is now 
done w ith cattle and sheep,” said Dr. 
Em erson. 
“W ill your action have any effect np- 
on a general reduction In the present 
prices of m eat?” he was asked. 
“This is a rem ote possibility,” he 
answ ered. 
“ H ow ever, people who are 
unable to pay present prices will he 
furnished w ith an inexpensive and 
thoroughly clean m eat 
“In 
adopting 
this 
resolution 
the 
board of health wdshed to open the 
way for an inexpensive uud healthy 
food supply th a t could be obtained 
over here as well as In Europe.

stead of being sold for their bones,

horses will hereafter be fattened and 
disposed of for m e a t 
“W hile the health departm ent does 
not exactly recom m end the eating of 
horse meat, we can see no harm in its 
use. The horse never has tuberculosis. 
It practically never com m unicates a 
m alignant disease to hum an beings. 
Consequently the strict regulation of 
horse m eat would not be necessary, as 
in the case of cows, sheep, poultry and 
other anim als. 
“T here is no medical or sanitary 
reason to prevent equine flesh from be­ 
ing edible. 
W ith our present m ethod 
of control it will prove one of the saf­ 
est m eats obtainable. 
W e w’ill take 
special care to prevent its being sold as 
veal or beef. If borse slaughter houses 
are established they will receive the 
sam e careful inspection as others.” 
“H orse m eat should be very desir­ 
able as a food,” said Dr. D. It. Ayres. 
“T here has been no reason offered to 
prevent its being placed on sale.

Now th a t road authorities generally 
recognize the need of m ore durable 
country roads two bulletins issued by 
th© departm ent of agriculture, one on 
Portland cem ent concrete and the other 
on vitrified brick pavem ent, are timely. 
E ach bulletin deals largely w ith the 
selection of m aterials and approved 
m ethods of constructing the kind of 
road it treats of, but also contains 
som e observations of interest to the 
laym an. 
Although brick roads are ex­ 
pensive to construct, they are becom­ 
ing common and are giving general sa t­ 
isfaction, their principal advantages 
being durability under practically all 
traffic conditions, easy traction and the 
ease wdth which they are m aintained. 
T here is a brick pavem ent in Torre 
H aute, Ind., th a t was laid In 1891-2 011 
a broken stone foundation and on 
which the cost of repairs has been only 
about $200, due to tw o breaks caused 
by expansion. 
This stree t carries a 
heavy traffic on p art of its length. A n­ 
other brick pavem ent, laid in Cleveland 


are finding it difficult to obtain suffi­ 
cient funds to resurface and proj>crly 
m aintain the large mileuge of roads 
already constructed.

“Sir George is only one of m any who 
have predicted an era of wild specula 
tlon if the accum ulation of gold here 
continues along a t the present rate, 
Mr. Woolley said.

iu any one country would lead to a 
general, possibly sensational rise in 
prices, but not all agree th at this coun 
try is near the duuger line. 
“I t’s true, however, th at the gold 
now in Uncle Sam ’s vaults will be 
am ple for all purposes for « long time 
to come. 
“W e’ve experienced a g reat expan­ 
sion of credits, but our national w ealth 
also has increased enorm ously, as have 
our bank clearings and the velocity of 
circulation.” 
“How much gold have we now ?” was 
asked.
